HEN the public utility ex- 
W tended electric power to our 

country home, an electric re- 
frigerator was our first major ap- 
pliance. After many years of keep- 
ing accurate records of living ex- 
penses, we were agreeably surprised 
to observe a saving of five dollars a 
month on our food bills. But still 
more important, we had a _ wider 
variety of better, fresher food. As a 
time and labor saver our refrigerator 
was worth even more than the money 
saving ; besides, its glistening white 
structure enhances the beauty of our 
kitchen. For more than two years 
it has been my most highly prized 
possession. 


Running Water Best of All 


Then what a joy it was to dis- 
card the old flickering, shadow-mak- 
ing oil-burning lamps, the smoky 
stove, the obsolete sad-irons—for the 
convenience of really good lights, a 
modern range, electric iron, and a 
vacuum cleaner to replace the dust- 
spreading broom. How we enjoyed 
the long winter evenings reading, or 
listening to our favorite radio pro- 
grams. 

These, and many other small ap- 
pliances are now indispensable, yet I 
believe they almost fade into insig- 
nificance when compared to our new 
automatic water system. 

As I look back over the years, I 
wonder in amazement why I and so 
many other women endure the in- 
convenience, the back-breaking labor 
and useless steps carrying water into 
the house from an old hand pump lo- 


cated somewhere between the house 
and barn—then carrying it out again. 
A simple-to-make drain and a not 
too expensive pressure water system 
would do it all for us. Yes, and 
more. It would furnish clean water 
for the bath, kitchen sink, laundry, 
and for sprinkling and fire protec- 
tion. Still more important, it 
would banish the wind-blown, odor- 
iferous, disease-breeding outhouse ! 


No Fun Melting Snow 


During the “coldest” winter, 1930, 
our pump froze up solid for weeks 
on end. We had to use water from 
a nearby stream for household pur- 
poses, and carried drinking water 
from a neighbor’s house a quarter of 
a mile away. When finally the 
stream froze over too, we melted 
snow for the laundry and dish wash- 


g. 

The following winter we hired a 
well driller to put a well inside the 
house with a small iron hand pump. 
That saved a world of work but, of 
course, did not fully solve our water 
problem. The pails were always 
empty, the pans always full of used 
water to be lugged outside. Yes— 
and those dreaded blood-freezing 
trips to the bleak outhouse in the 
rear ! 

Now, thanks to electricity and 
modern equipment, all of those in- 
conveniences are gone. Our total in- 
vestment of a few hundred dollars 
was spread over a period of years 
so that the cost is hardly noticed. 

For a small family like our own, a 
septic tank and enough sewer pipe 





and tile can be bought for $25 to 
$35, according to size and make. We 
bought a modern stool, two lav- 
atories, a kitchen sink with double 
drain ends and bath tub for about 
$100. Our shallow well automatic 
250-gallon per hour electric pum 
cost under $75 including 18 gallon 
pressure tank. We used 34 inch 
copper tubing for the cold water 
line, 14 inch size for hot water line. 

These lines carry cold water to 
the toilet, hot and cold to bath, sink, 
lavatories and an extra shower bath 
in the rear, enclosed porch. From 
a “T” connection on the cold water 
line, lawn sprinkling outlets were 
placed on both front and rear of the 
house. A similar hose connection to 
the pump affords an outlet for drain- 
ing the lines, as well as for inside 
fire protection. The outside spigots 
afford the same protection, and both 
reduce the cost of fire insurance 
premiums appreciably. 
Copper Tubing vs. 

Pipe 

It is a moot question whether cop- 
per tubing or galvanized pipe with 
threaded joints is preferable. It de- 
pends somewhat on the chemical na- 
ture of the water. Copper tubing 
cost us about 10 cents for half inch, 
and 18 cents for three-quarter inch 
per foot, in 60 foot rolls or coils. 
Price is slightly higher than gal- 
vanized pipe, but the difference is 
compensated for in time saved in- 
stalling. Joints are made _ water- 
tight under pressure by sweating or 
pre-heating with blow torch and ap- 
plying solder. We laid out our own 
lines, bending tubing to conform to 
turns in the line, connected the el- 
bows loosely, “T’s” and

placed the s 
unions then called in a plumber to 
solder all joints. He fitted up all 
these connections in the nearly 200 
feet of pipe lines in exactly 8 hours. 
He could have done the entire job 
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With the well under 
the house, the kitchen 
seemed to be the best 
place for the new water 
system. The pitcher 
pump has now been re- 
moved.

plete job, as the installation cost is 
not large. 

Another advantage of copper tub- 

ing is, that it is soft and pliable, can 
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easily be bent around corners with- 
out inserting elbows which reduce 
the flow. If pipe is exposed it also 
makes a neater looking job. The 
smaller, lighter pipe in hot water 
lines must be avoided to prevent 
buckling and closing tube lines. It 
is rust proof, becomes solid and per- 
manent when installed, and, because 
it is pliable, will resist freezing bet- 
ter than galvanized pipe. It is im- 


-portant to have an experienced man 


to do the soldering, as over-heating 
of the joints causes hardening or 
crystallization in time. 

The modern, automatic pressure 
water system is as reliable as city 
water, and costs less to use than city 
service. It is silent, entirely auto- 
matic and requires no _ attention, 
other than oiling occasionally. As it 
uses current only when pumping 
water, the power cost for our house- 
hold uses has been less than 50 cents 
per month.

Water Heaters 
MAY dairymen 

electric water heaters in the 
milk house washroom offer an ideal 
means for providing a constant sup- 
ply of hot water. This eliminates 
the dirt of fuel burning heaters, the 
need of a separate room for the 
heater or fuel storage. With 
thermostatic ccntrol on an electric 
heater, hot water is always on tap. 
A pipe water system is not neces- 
sary, since some heaters are designed 
so that a pail of water poured in dis- 
places that much hot water dis- 
charged for use. The average effi- 
ciency of dairy water heaters ranges 
between 83 and 93 per cent. Insu- 
lation is the most important factor 
in determining efficiency. The wat- 
tage affects only the time of the 
heating, not the cost of operation. 
Tank capacity also is not a deciding 
factor in operating costs, provided 
the unit is thoroughly insulated. 
The average cost of heating 55 de- 
gree water to 165 degrees at a three 
cent rate was found to be 1.12 cents 
per gallon in a_ recently reported 
series of tests on 16 heaters. Special 
water heating and off-peak rates are 
in effect in many territories, which 
will lower the cost below these fig- 
ures. Considering the labor saving 
advantages of electric heating, the 
cost compares favorably with that 
of any other method.

LIGHT 


IN THE SANCTUARIES 


By CAROLINE S. COLEMAN 


HEN our forefathers “raised” 

the little log meeting-houses 

in the wilderness of Ameri- 

ca the question of light was not 
puzzling. Services were held in the 
daytime. On “preaching days” the 
settlers came early and stayed all 
day. When, on rare occasions an 
evening service was held, the first 
little meeting-houses were lighted by 
pine knot torches, placed in rude 
brackets on the wall and carefully 
guarded to prevent setting the build- 
ing on fire. Later on, the settlers 
moulded candles for their homes 
and a surplus to keep against a 
need of light for the meeting-house. 
As the settlements grew, evening 
services were announced to begin 
at “early candle light.” Provided the 
wind did not blow, the candles gave 
a soft, dim light by which the set- 
tlers could manage to tell who were 
the worshippers, but hardly enough 
for one woman to take in the de- 
tails of another’s bonnet and gown. 
The old Scotch church in the pic- 
ture was built before the Civil War 
as the successor to a log meeting- 
house that had been built on the 
site of Indian campfires scarce 
grown cold. For fifty years candles 
furnished the evening light. Then 
for nearly one hundred years kero- 
sene lamps did duty. About the 
time the church celebrated its sesqui- 
centennial, it was wired for elec- 
tricity. Chaste and beautiful fixtures 
now replace the ugly lamps with 
tin reflectors that hung on the walls, 
and the swinging lamps overhead, a 
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familiar adjunct of every old-time 
country church. 

Now with the advent of good 
lighting, the church is always avail- 
able for evening services. What a 
difference the lights make. The very 
atmosphere of the church is changed 
from that when the gloomy in- 
terior reflected upon the worship- 
pers. Young people now have regu- 
lar gatherings on Sunday evenings, 
and in mid-week as well. And the 
church fulfils a mission in attract- 
ing the boys and girls to gather 
there instead of seeking attraction 
elsewhere. 

All over the nation are scattered 
little ceuntry churches which until 
recently had not the advantage of 
electric lights. It costs little to wire 
the church, and it yields returns on 
the investment. Once the church 
building is wired, other conveniences 
in addition to lights, are possible. 
Some of our rural churches are in- 
stalling fans. They say that fans 
result in increased church attendance. 
Besides—think of the preacher. Who 
does not recall the perspiring, red 
faced parson mopping his brow as 
he preached? 

An occasional country church has 
daringly provided running water in 
the church by installing an electric 
water system. The well which re- 
placed the spring was a useless piece 
of foolishness according to Uncle 
John whose grandpa had walked to 
the spring. Now Uncle John’s 
grandson is scornful of the “younger 
generation too lazy to go and draw 


water out of the well like the folks 
did in the good old days, but want 
to draw it from a spigot in the 
church. And there is no use in 
building these here rest rooms in the 
church, neither. What is the world 
coming to, anyway?” 

But the spirit of the pioneer is 
living still. 


Furnace 
Draft Opener 


HE accompanying _ illustration 

shows a simple arrangement for 
opening the drafts of the heating 
plant without having to roll out on 
cold mornings to do it by hand. This 
boiler had a thermostatic control 
regulated by a weight as shown. 
When the arm was raised the draft 
was closed and the check open. At 
night after the fuel was replenished 
and fire banked, the weight was 
moved to the end of the arm to open 
the draft. The alarm clock was then 
wound and set, leaving the alarm 
winding key about straight across. 
The draft arm and weight were then 
raised and hooked over the alarm 
winding key by means of a piece of 
No. 9 wire attached to the arm and 


bent to fit the winding key. The 
fire would then remain checked unti! 
the alarm went off, dropping the 
weight and opening the draft. This 
device worked very satisfactorily fo: 
several seasons. A similar arrange 
ment may be used for switching on 
lights or a radiant heater or hotbed

see red every time we looked at our 
nest egg! We both have definite 
ideas and we are both respectors of 
the budget. This helped. One day 
we chanced upon a house about 
twenty-five miles from Cleveland, 
Ohio. It was a 40 x 90 lot with 
vacant ones on each side of it. It 
had possibilities. 

We outlined a financing plan, laid 
out a remodeling program to meet 
our purse, the family needs, our way 
of living, and the Buchanan’s fu- 
ture. I would do the remodeling 
myself on nights and weekends. 
Within a month we moved in. That 
was about four years ago. 

Helen wanted a kitchen like the 
ones she had seen in magazines, and 
that was something of a challenge 
to my abilities as a carpenter since, 
by trade, I am a commercial pho- 
tographer! But she had read reams! 
She knew what she wanted and she 
knew how a kitchen should look and 
how to plan it to make it serve us 
well. Every cent to be spent was 
weighed for its worth while return. 
Of course, we had a few things to 
start,—an electric refrigerator and 
a few electric gadgets. Although 
the purchase of an electric range,— 
which installed, cost about $200.00— 
would take almost the entire allow- 
ance for the kitchen budget, we de- 
cided happily in its favor. It meant, 
however, that we would have to 
sacrifice for the present the plans 
for remodeling the two bedrooms. 
The purchase of the range seemed 
economically sound, since, in any

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event, we had to buy a new stove; 
and oil, coal or wood seemed un- 
thinkable in our new home! 

The kitchen was 9’6” x 14’ which 
gave us plenty of room for a bench 
and table in one end of it. In the 
other was the sink which I boxed 
to modernize it. Some day we may 
have a machine to wash dishes, but 
that isn’t in the cards just yet. 
After we placed the refrigerator 
and the range, I built everything 
around them,—the cupboards and 
cabinets were a job to hang and 
hinge, and while I could buy the 
nine drawers already made, they cost 
$25.00 so I built them myself to 
the tune of $7.00,—the cost of the 
lumber alone. What I saved more 
than paid for the Venetian blinds 
which Helen had set her heart on! 
By laying the linoleum I could do 
the job myself for about 50c per 
yard, which included the cement to 
fasten it to its underpinings. We 
also used linoleum on the work 
counters with an added 35c per run- 
ning foot for the metal edging used 
as a finish. In the otherwise waste 
drop space over the sink, I made an 
opening about 36” x 11” in which 
I mounted three light sockets in a 
row above the opal glass. This lights 
the entire sink and work space be- 
low. In the center of the room we 
used a new fixture with a bulb 
silvered on the end,—this makes a 
very comfortable even light with no 
brightness or glare. In one end of 
the kitchen I built a bench and 
Helen helped to upholster it in red 
leather, and planned and built the 
table just right for our family. Near 
this is a convenience outlet in the

wall where we can plug in the cof- 
fee percolator which my sister-in- 
law gave us last Christmas. Now 
Richard and Bruce are begging to 
have an electric pancake griddle! 
Over the bench are two wall lights 
with tube-like bulbs in them, and a 
built-in loud speaker from the radio 
in the living room. 

Our living room today looks very 
unlike the one we started with. We 
were able to materialize the large 
living room by tearing down a par- 
tition between the living room and 
the sniall entrance hall. By doing 
the actual work of paneling this 
room ourselves, the cost of this was 
only $30.00. Our pride and joy is 
boundless and the final result is high- 
ly. satisfactory. To be sure, we spent 
weeks and weeks in fitting together 
the 6” and 8” widths of knotty pine, 
and Helen is as good with a ham- 
mer as I! The built-in bookcase is

a touch we both like, and the bay- 
window I planned and executed my- 
self. In addition, I have installed 
tubular bulbs over each of the win-

wood edge similar to that under the 
mantle piece. This used as a valence 
will not only be decorative but will 
serve to hide the bulbs as well. 

We took the original ceiling fix- 
ture out and capped the opening. 
I found that by using two of the 
new kind of floor lamps,—ones with 
large bowls beneath the shades—the 
lighting was good for a start. Of 
course, when we get more furniture 
we'll need more lighting too. With- 
out the ceiling fixture the room 
seems larger and the lighting helps 
to make it more attractive. Of 
course, we needed many more con- 
venience outlets than we planned. I 
was glad that I had put one in the 
mantle. When we first moved in 
we had to connect the electric clock 
to the wall bracket! 

After the first eighteen months in 
this home I negotiated for the two 
lots on each side of me, and today I 
am the proud possessor of almost a 
half acre of land! We have many 
things on the docket, but we learned 
that the working out of our salva- 
tion lies within the four walls of the 
home we are building and which is 
never ended! We both like to create 
with our own hands and there is 
satisfaction which many a man has 
never tasted. Yes, we balanced our 
budget. What we lacked in dollars 
made up in planning and brawn!

Higher 
Farm Wages 
at a Profit 


By T. H. GREEN

\ R. A. V. SMITH of Centre, 
4 Ala., has worked out a poultry 
program with Cleve Hooper, a 
laborer on his farm, which has been 
highly satisfactory to both men, and 
should do equally well on many 
other farms. 

Mr. Smith furnished the mate- 
rials for building a brooder house 
and a laying house, and Mr. Hooper 
furnished the labor in their construc- 
tion. The brooder house was 
equipped with a fan type electric 
brooder with a power-off alarm to 
signal them in case the current 
should go off. 

On March 30, Smith 


1940 Mr. 


and Mr. Hooper bought 275 white 
leghorn chicks, each paying hilf of 
the cost. At the end of eight weeks 
the brooder had used 224 kilowatt 
hours at a cost of $4.08. This is a 
cost of 1.4 cents per bird for the 
entire brooding season. During the 
entire eight weeks only one chick 
was lost. 


Pullets Netting $8.50 Per Week 


Mr. Smith and Mr. Hooper now 
have 130 fine pullets that are aver- 
aging 90 eggs per day (December 
1940). They are selling $13.00 
worth of eggs per week, while their 
feed cost is only $4.50 per week. 


This leaves a profit of $8.50 which 
they divide equally. 

Mr. Smith estimates that Mr. 
Hooper will receive an extra in- 
come of $80.00 from the flock this 
year. This means that instead of the 
$1.00 per day that Hooper was paid 
for labor, he will now be receiv- 
ing $1.35 per day due to the addi- 
tional income from poultry. 

Last year Mr. Hooper made 
$191.00 working on the farm. The 
additional $80.00 from poultry will 
bring it to $271.00 per year, or an 
increase in income of 41%. Increas- 
ing farm income is our greatest 
Southern problem. 
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Prefers Flats for Growing Plants 
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In my five years’ experience in 
using hot bed cable, I have found the 
arrangement of using perforated gal- 
vanized iron flats, as shown in the 
picture, to be much more efficient 
and satisfactory for starting seed- 
lings of cabbage, tomatoes, peppers, 
etc., than the method of burying the 
cable in the soil. The first year I 
installed the cable, the power con- 
sumption was 4 to 5 kw-hrs per day 
in February and March. Since 
adopting the new system, my light 
bill and general observation con- 
vince me that my costs have been 
decreased to a considerable extent. 
This means of starting vegetable 
plants is superior in every way to 
any other method with which I have 
had experience—A. M. Wallace,

Water Warmers and 
Heaters Save Pigs 


Dear Sir: 

We noted in ELEctrIcITy ON THE 
Farm an article about the use of a 
poultry water electric heater in a 
hog trough. 

About Jan. 1, 1940, we put one 
in our hog trough and had splendid 
results during zero weather. The 
idea was original with us, too. Then 
about Feb. i we had three gilts to 
farrow 12, 12 and 10 pigs. The 
temperature was about zero and we 
realized we had to do something 
quickly or lose the pigs. So we 
bought three radiant heaters and 
suspended one above each nest, 
which had been guarded by a 2x4” 
in a corner. We lost only two of 
the pigs, and they have thrived in 
spite of cold weather. We used the 
heaters about a week. Even the 
gilts laid with their heads as near 
the heaters as they could. 

We thought this experience might 
interest you. Maybe others have 
tried it, but this idea was also orig- 
inal with us.

Feed Grinding on Two 
Indiana Farms 


The Ray Meeker Dairy Farm in 
Delaware County, Indiana has a 
smail hammer mill operated by a 
1% hp motor. The investment in 
mill and motor is $139.50. In a test 
in June 1940 10,000 pounds of corn, 
wheat and soy beans were ground 
through a % inch mesh screen. The 
power consumption was 36 kw-hrs. 
The mill is used to grind for 30 
cows, 35 pigs and 400 hens. 

Raymond Myers of the Chester 
Guernsey Farm, Wells County, In- 
diana uses a larger hammer mill 
driven by a 5 hp motor. His in- 
vestment was $261. He grinds for 
40 head of cows and heifers and 25 
feeding hogs. He uses the same mo- 
tor to shell the corn, and the same 
mill and motor for elevating the 
feed. A check on his grinding in 
October 1940 showed 6,950 pounds 
of corn, oats and soy beans ground 
at a power cost of 28 kw-hrs. His 
cost per 100 pounds for home grind- 
ing was $0.057. He formerly paid 
$0.10 to the custom mill.

Laundry has been a big problem 
for us. Our next project was to 
solve this. My husband has done 
quite a bit of building and plumb- 
ing during the seasons when he was 
not so busy with the farm work. 
So he built a laundry room, just 
back of my kitchen. He wired this 
room and piped the hot and cold 
water to it. We then purchased an 
electric washer and an electric hand 
iron. Now I could wash to my 
heart’s content! No washwoman to 
complain of the extra 
bed linens or towels, and 
remind me on_ each 
washday how many 
clean dresses my little 
girl had worn during 
the week. 

I usually wash early 
Monday morning so 
that I can get back into 
the kitchen by eleven 
o'clock. In the after- 
noon I bring the clothes 
in from the line and 
fold and iron the sheets, 
the bath towels, tea 
towels and so forth and 
put them all away. The 
others I sprinkle and 
iron the next day. Now 
I have an electric ironer, 
too. I can’t actually call 
ironing work, for it’s fun

rates so simply that my little girl 
helps me by ironing the towels and 
hankies. No longer do I dread iron- 
ing ruffled curtains. The ironer is 
ideal for pressing too—and with two 
men in the family there is always a 
suit to be pressed. 

The next spring we bought a 
seven cubic-foot electric refrigera-

tor. This has more than paid for 
itself by eliminating an ice bill and 
saving foods—to say nothing of the 
pleasure and convenience it has af- 
forded us. It enables us to butcher 
a pig, lamb or cow whenever we 
want it, especially during harvest 
season, and keep part of the meat 
fresh for some time, carving only 
part of it. Plenty of good ice cream, 
we no longer consider a luxury, but 
a necessity during hot weather and 
we can make it easily in our re- 
frigerator. My cream and butter are 
well taken care of also in the re- 
frigerator. 

Speaking of butter, reminds us of 
a task that my entire family used 
to run from—that of churning. I 
had used a big patented hand churn 
which required from fifteen min- 
utes to one hour’s operation before 
the butter came. I'd call on who- 
ever happened to be around to help 
me with it. I also had a four-quart 
Dazey churn which one of my 
friends had given me to use. My 
husband made a frame for this and 
fastened it on a board to which he 
also made stationary an old motor 
from a discarded washing machine. 
An electrician friend overhauled it 
for us. The handle on the Dazey 
churn was replaced by a ten-inch 
pulley—simply a circle sawed from 
an inch-board—with a groove cut 
with a chisel to carry 
the belt to a small pul- 
ley attached to the mo- 
tor. The belt was one 
from an old sawing ma- 
chine. We put this up 
on the back porch like 
a shelf. A very crude 
looking affair but serves 
its purpose beautifully. 
I use a cream separator 
and put the cream di- 
rectly into the churn jar 
and then into the refrig- 
erator until it reaches 
the proper temperature. 
Then I put the dasher 
in and my little ten- 
year-old girl does the 
churning by turning the 
Switches on and off 
when the butter comes.

are over. Of course it took several 
days for me to become accustomed to 
using it and get just the ‘hang of it’ 
but now—boy I can go to town with 
it.

Answer: So far as I know, there is no five gallon 
pasteurizer on the market. The only attempt at de- 
veloping a pasteurizer of this size that I am familiar 
with, is the one being carried on at the University 
of Maryland College Park, Md., I understand they 
have reached the point where they feel that the equip- 
ment will be commercially feasible. It is a batch, 

resistance type pasteurizer with carbon electrodes. 
Steinhorst & Sons of Utica, N. Y., are just about to 
put on the market a bottle type pasteurizer. This uces 
a cabinet very much like a milk cooling tank for heat-

Recharging with Refrigerant 

Question: Can you give me the 
correct procedure for recharging the 
cooling unit on a milk cooler? If 
not where can I obtain the informa- 
tion? I have replaced the com- 
pressor on my cooler due to a leak 
around the shaft seal causing the 


loss of the liquid. W.G. H., Ohio 


Answer: It will be best for you 
to obtain instructions for the re- 
charging of your refrigeration sys- 
tem from the manufacturer of the 
system or the compresser. Different 
units have different methods for 
charging. 

In recharging a system with re- 
frigerant, it is very necessary to re- 
move all moisture and air from the 
system, and to remove any moisture

from the refrigerant itself should it 
contain any. Filters are available 
for this purpose. 


















Tank Heater Wattage 

Question: J have a galvanized 
tank 2 ft. x 4 ft. 2 1% ft. dcep with 
2 to 4 in. of rockwool around it in- 
side a wood box. It also has an in- 
sulated lid over half the length. The 
tank is in the barn. What wattage 
heater will keep ice from forming at 
0° to 10 below? Do you think a 150 
watt poultry water warmer attached 
to a floating block of wood would 
do the work? L. A. B., Ohio 


Answer: If the water goes into 
your tank at a temperature of 50°, a 
150 watt electric heater should hold 
that temperature when the outside 
temperature is down to zero. Or, if 
the outside teraperature is 10 below 
zero, the water temperature should 
stay at about 40°. 

A 150 watt heater is not large 
enough to heat the water in the tank. 
If there was no heat loss whatever 
from the tank, a 150 watt heater 
would warm 78 gallons of water only 
about 34 of a degree per hour. 

The small heater attached to a 
block of wood as you propose should 
keep the open surface of your tank 
from freezing at low temperatures.
